The members of the Board of 
Education had expected such 
notices to be mailed out by 
the Registrar of Voters, as lie 
did for Ihe last: bond election. 
It. turned out that it is only au­ 
tomatic for bond elections and 
it has to be requested by the 
Board for other regular elec­ 
tions. It was too late to get the 
mailing accomplished when the 
Board became aware that the 
new law did not cover School 
Board elections.

Another new situation per­ 
taining to School Board elec­ 
tions that might be worth pas­ 
sing on is that they are oper­ 
ated by the County Superinten­ 
dent's office, clue to certain 
legal difficulties which have 
encountered in certain instances 
where elections had to be re­ 
peated in some school districts 
following bond elections which 
had overlooked some minor 
technicality, which voided the 
election. This brings the Coun­ 
ty Counsel into supervision of 
election procedures through the 
County Superintendent's office.

The new education code sec­ 
tion number covering this point 
is 4625.
